Gives Up Operations of Stock 


Demand of Others 
Steel Trust. 


OBJECTED TO HIS GAIN. 


Held That Corporation’s Treasury 
Should Have the Proceeds of 
‘Bond Issue Instead ofa 
Chosen Ones. 


New York, Nov. 19.—[Spedial.}—The oper- 
ations of the stock conversion syndicate of 
the steel trust came to an end today. Prom- 
inent men in the trust, désiring“some of the 
immense profits which J. P. Morgan and 
other members of the te were making, 
demanded that the steel trust itself should 
get the benefit of the stock conversion 
scheme, and their demand was complied with. 

There. is still $50,000,000 in steel trust pre- 
ferred stock to be converted, and the profit 
on this is estimated at $10,000,000. This is a 
small affair, however, compared with the 
sums the syndicate is believed to have made.

there was too much profit in the conversion 
operation for the syndicate. ore 

In other words, a condition arose in the 
fulfillment of the contract between the Mor- 


gan syndicate could make enormous profits 
at the expense of the steel corporation. :

THE. HAY-BUNAU-VABILLA TREATY, 


Hay and the minister from Panama is sat- 
isfactory. Panama offers the United States 
the use in perpetuity of a canal zone ten 
miles wide, whereas the treaty 80 con- 
temptuously rejected by Colombia provided 
only for a six mile zone. Ten millions are 
to be paid down to Panama, the same sum 
offered to Colombia—but the yearly aunual 
‘payments of $250,000 will not begin so soon. 
The United States is to have entire contro) 


ofthe canal zone for police, sanitary, and 


other governmental purposes. The istb- 


estate is to administer the terminal 


‘ities of Colon and Panama, but if it fail to 
do-it. well, the United States is to assume 
policesind judicial control. The new repub- 
Hic, with its limited territory and scanty 
population, will have ali the money it will 
need for administrative purposes without 
resorting to excessive taxation, but it may 
not have the ability to handle the perplexing 
problems which will present themselves in 
the two important cities. Hence the need 
of a provision for American control if re- 
quired. 

Uatil the proper authorities of the two 
republics enact the new treaty into the law 
of the two iands it remains nothing bat a 
tentative instrument, a basis for negotia- 
tion, Although the experience of a hundred 
years shotld teach this country not to “ hol- 
ler till it. ie out of the woods ” on the cana] 
proposition, yet this time it looks as if the 
canal were really in sight. Panama re- 
volted forthe sake of the canal, therefore 
the Panama government may be expected 
to approve the new treaty. And certainly 
the United States senate, which within a 
year ratified the Hay-Herran treaty, should 
accept this new treaty, which offers this 
country still better terms. Now that some 
@emocratic senators have let it be known 
that they will not vote against the treaty, 
its ratification is assured, and America will 
complete the work France began and throw 
it open to the world. 

Probably the negotiation of the ireaty 
will provoke another protest from Bogota. 
It will be unavailing. Nobody on this or the 
other side of the Atlantic is paying the least 
attention to the scoldings of Colombia. 
Like the dog in the fable, which sought to 
eeize the shadow and dropped the bone; it is 
without sympathizers. 


MIQUELON AND sT. PIERRE. 
The Miquelon and St. Pierre groups of 
islands, near.the south of Newfound- 
land, are all that ate left'to France of her 
once extensive possessions in North Amer- 
ica. They have jointly an area of 100 
square miles_and a population of 12,000. 
They have no value for agricultural pur- 


dustry. A Miquelon official suggests that 
France, rather than allow the islands to 

fall imto the hands of. Great Britain, will 
sell orsurrender them tothe United States. 

Great Britain is not seeking to get pos. 
session of the islands. France believes they 
are of value to her in connection with her 
fishery rights on the west coast of New-. 
foundiand: as a nursery for her seamen. 
There is no reasén’ to believe she has any 
intention of giving them up, but if she has, 
the United States should be regarded as her 
legitimate heir. If it had the islands the 
New England fishermen would have a base 
‘which would enable them to carry on their 
industry on the Grand Banks to the best 
advantage. They are greatly hampered now 
in carrying on that industry. 

It is intimated that Great Britain would 
object strongly to the acquisition by the 
United States of islands near the entrance 
to the gulf of St. Lawrence. Yet its pos- 
session would be no more menaced thereby 
than is the United States by the occupation | 
by Great Britain of the fortified Bermudas, _ 
a base from which, in case of war, any point 
on the Atlantic coast could be struck at. 
Probably England would not object so much 
as Canada would. It is more jealous of the 
United States. It grudges the American 
fishermen the few poor privileges they have 
now. It is anxious to incorporate New- 
foundland in-the dominion, and it would be 
greatly irritated by the proposition that 
the American flag should float over islands 
which are in’ what it looks on as Canadian 
waters. Oanadians would see in the trans- 
‘fer of Miquelon and St. Pierre to the United 
States further evidence of the alleged inten- 
tion of this country to surround Canada on 
all sides prior to swallowing it up. 

There is no occasion, as yet, for alarm, 
for France has given no indication of a de- 
sire to part with the rocky, barren little 
islands off the Newfoundland coast. 


THE WORLD'S LITERARY OUTPUT. 
Mr. Growoll, editor of the Publishers’ 
‘Weekly, has contributed to the current num- 
ber of the Independent an interesting state- 
ment of the ccaesegg le production of the world. 
Such statements, of course, are never en- 
tirely aceurate. It is not possible complete- 
ly to compile the statistics because of the 
confusion of editions, héew editions, new ig- 
sues, and the ephemeral pwblications which 
ate recorded in some countries and not re- 
corded:in others. A complete bibliography, 
‘therefore,.cannot be expected, though this 
has been the dream of many librarians and 
bibliographers. 

Some general ‘of measurable 
accuracy, however, are. possible, and these 
are the most interesting features of Mr. 
Growoll’s paper. It is certain that Ger 
mahy and German-Austria, collectively, 
lead the world each year in the point of lit- 
erary output. Then follow France, Italy, |. 
Bangiand, the United States, and the Nether- 
lands. And yet there is an idea the United 
States isa great book producing country! 
Perhaps because we advertise our books 
more and make more fuss about them. 
England leads the world in creative work, 

heving by far the rgest output of novels, 
romance, and’ works of pure imagination.

Prepare three tubs of water as warm as 


the hand can bear comfortably. Make a 
strong suds from dissolved soap, and to three 
gallons of water add one tablespoonful of 
borax, dissolved in a pint of boiling' water, 
or use instead two tablespoons of household 


ammonia. 


The white flannels should be 


washed first, and wash them by sopping up 
an@d down and squeezing, rubbing them as 
little as possible. Squeeze them from this 
suds and wash them in the second tub of 
warm water, adding a Mttle dissolved soap. 
After turning the garments rinse in the third 
tub In slightly blued water. After putting 


the flannels through the wringer and shaking 


well they are ready for the drying process, 
out of doorg if possible. When nearly dry 
take them in, shake them, then fold and roll 
in a cloth. Flannels are never sprinkled or 
rubbed; the latter hardens and thickens the 
fibers: Flamnels also shrink if the tempera- 
ture of the water is uneven or the air too cold. 
They should. never be allowed to freeze. In 
localities where the water is hard the last 
rinsing water may contain a little borax or 


nels should be troned on the wrong ide with 
a moderately hot iron and well pressed. 


Colored flannele may be washed by the | 


same method as the white ones, but borax 
is better than ammonia, for the latter often 
removes the color. If the water is soft the 
soda is sufficient. 

Blue flannels often cha color, but the 


addition of a little acetic acid or vinegar to |- 


the rinsing water will restore it—one table- 
spoon of acid or one gill of vinegar. The 
yellow soaps are not as good as 
soaps for washing flannels. 


All silk garments, or those containing silk, 
‘should be washed in tepid water with some 


good white soap. Ammonia has a tendency | 


to turn the garments yellow, and is of value 
for thoge of the ecru shades. Borax is harm- 
ful and hastens the removal of dirt. Silk 
garments, like flannel, are never rubbed on 
the board, but may be rubbed with the hands. 
The silk garments may be placed in-a tub 
contain# a strong sude, with a little dis- 
solved borax. 
then wash. Rinse thoroughly in two waters, 
and run through the wringer. Wringing by 
hand twiste the garment. When nearly dry 
fold tightly In a cloth, stand about an hour, 
and then iron with cool iron.- Place a cloth 
or piece of brown or white paper between 
the iron and the fabric. 


Im washing colored embroideries omit the 
borax and ammonia, but follow the process 
as for silk garments, put through the wringer 
folded between cloths, iron on the wrong 
side or with a cloth bétween the fabric. The 
former method is the best, as it raises the 
embroidery. Gold and silver embroidery 
and ‘fancy work should not be washed with 
alkaline or acid solutions, as the beauty is 
destroyed; use instead spirits of wine, either 
alone or diluted one-half with water.
